TALLAHASSEE—A group of 
80 young war veterans Monday 


leased 5,870 acres of the State's! 


best Everglades muckland for a 
cooperative farming venture. . 
Trustees of the State Internal 
Improvement Fund granted a ten- 
year lease to Pelican Bay Co-Qp, 
Inc., Pahokee, and agreed to fi- 
nance $60,000 worth of water con- 
trol pumping equipment for use in 
reclaiming it from swamps. 

The lease ends several months 
of negotiations by the group, for 
a tract. of Everglades land. The co- 
op first bid for a tract held by 
Richlands; Inc., but chose the Cor- 
ners highway area as an -alte-- 
native. 

The corporation will pay no rent 
the first year, when the land is 


being reclaimed. It will pay $3 an 
acre the second year,. $4 the third, 
$5 the fourth and $6 an acre after

added to rent each year to repay 
the State for cost of water control

Do Further Expansion | 


With Florida Po 
Company’s post-war expansion pro- 
gram nearing the $108,000,000 
mark, the utility's board of direct- 
ors Monday recommended that 50,- 
000 shares of preferred stock be 
issued to assist in financing the 
company’s long-rangé program. 

Pointing out that the company’s 
construction program is one of the 
most ambitious projects ever at- 
tempted in Florida by private en- 
terprise, president McGregor 
Smith said the utility's future is 
interwoven with that of Florida, 
“a sound state with a*sound and 
expanding econgmy.” . 

“Careful examination of the 
favorable outlook for our state and 
the need for continued building ot 
new plants and es to faciliaté 
its ‘growth”, Smith said, “led our 
board of directoys to recommend 
issuance of preferred stock in the 
amount of $5,000,000. This “new 
money” would assist in financing 
our expansion program. The pre- 
ferred stock will have a dividend 
rate of $4.50 per share. 

“This proposal will be placed be- 
fore our common stockholders, for 
their approval, at their meeting 
here June.9.” Smith said the com- 
pany's management is soliciting 
voting proxies from stockholders: 
who cannot attend the June meet- 
ing. 

The utility's directors also de- 
clared a quarterly dividend of 
$1.12%% on preferred stock and 
30 cents on co stock. 


Business in Florida generally and 
ptrticularly in the . power com- 
pany”s service area again is “on 
the upswing”, Smith told the di- 
rectors, stressing figures from cur- 
rent economic surveys. 

“Construction of new homes and 
new, busines sbuilding in our ser--| 
vice area is-sustained, rather than 
diminishing. As’ an indication that 
Florida is growing, our statewide 
system during March of this year 
served 333,058 electric customers 
—over 10 per cent or 31,844 more 
customers than-we served in March 
of last yeear. 

“Bank debits in Dade County 
during this past March”, , Smith 
declared, “reached $477;200,000, an 
all-time ‘high’. ‘This»is an increase 
of 111 per cent over March | of 
1948. 

“Volume of postal cancellations, 
in other words, the amount of busi- 
ness handled by our post offices in 
“Dade County, for March of this 
year exceed March of last year by 
more than 13 per cent.”
